Strong opposition of St. Louis 
county municipalities to the deci- 
sion of the Missouri Pub: Serv- 
ice Commission yesterday author- 
izing substitution of busses on 
six county lines, was voiced today 
by officials of these communities. 

The City Council of Ladue, 
where residents vigorously opposed 
replacing the Clayton 04 street 
car line with busses, will meet 
Monday night to consider an ap- 
peal from the commission’s order 
to Cole County (Jefferson City) 
Circuit Court. The Board of Alder- 
men of Overland will be asked at 
a special meeting next week to 
authorize a similar appeal. 

There will be no opposition 
from the City of St. Louis to the 
authorized substitution of busses 
on the Maryland line, all of which 
lies within the city, or on the 
Manchester lines, part of which 
are in the city. The city inter- 
vened in the proceeding before the 
commission, but did not oppose 
the proposed change on the Mary- 
land line, and took no position in 
regard to the Manchester lines 
on the ground they were of pri- 
mary concern to county munici- 
palities because the major part 
of the lines are outside the city. 

Action in Other Areas. 

Officials of other county munici- 
palities which opposed the Public 
Service Co.’s application to replace 
streetcars with busses said they 
would take up the commission’s 
order with their respective city 
councils for decision on whether 
further steps should be taken in 
an effort to block the substitution. 

John H, Cunningham, city attor- 
ney of Ladue, expressed the opin- 
ion that the Ladue City Council 


would refuse to grant permission |}, 


to the transit company to operate 
busses on its streets, even if it 
meant the loss of service on the 
Clayton 04 line. The appeal from 
the commission’s order, if taken, 
would be on the grounds that the 
decision Was arbitrdry and con- 
to law, he said. 


land said he 
Board of Aldermen will authorize 
an appeal. He reported residents 
of the community are strongly 
opposed to the operation of busses 
instead of streetcars on the Creve 
Coeur line.

If the appeal should be unsuc- 
cessful, he said, Overland probably 
would grant Public Service Co. a 
permit to operate busses in the 
city “in all fairness to our citi- 
zens, because we have to have 
transportation for them.” 

Mayor C. Kenneth Thies of Clay- 
ton said he would confer with 
City Attorney Glenn H. Mohler 
before presenting the matter to 
the City Council at its regular 
meeting Nov. 23. He declined to 
express an opinion on whether 
the city would refuse to issue a 
permit for operation of busses on 
its streets, but asserted he thought 
the commission’s order would be 
“meaningless” if a municipality 
could block the substitution on an 
entire line by refusing to grant 
a permit. 

Clayton residents, he reported, 
appeared to have been equally di- 
vided on the question of the sub- 
stitution of busses on the Clay- 
ton 04 and the Kirkwood lines. 
The city opposed the change large- 
ly because the transit company 
failed to give a definite commit- 
ment on restoration of parkway 
areas used by the Clayton line. 

No action in opposition to the 
commission’s decision is con- 
templated _ Kirkwood, but the 
City Councill will probably dis- 
cuss the matter at its next regu- 
lar meeting, Mayor Albert S. Kin- 
yon reported. It objected for-

3 KILLED IN EXPLOSION, 
FIRE ON NEW MOTORSHIP 


Refrigeration Engineer and Two 
Others Victims; 4 Persons 
Are Injured. 


TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 13 (AP) 
Three men died and at least 
four others were injured today in 
an explosion and fire aboard the 
luxurious new Swedish motorship 
Los Angeles. 

Ralph la Floure, a refrigeration 
engineer, died from the effects of 
carbon monoxide fumes. The body 
of a man named Olson, guaranty 
engineer for the builders, was re- 
moved from the engine room, The 
third man, unidentified, was dead 
on arrival at a hospital. 

All the dead were traveling with 
the ship, which was on its maiden 
cruise. Bound originally for Los 
Angeles from Sweden, the craft 
was diverted to Tacoma because 
of the maritime strike. It was 
loading general cargo and was due 
to sail tomorrow for Hamburg 
and Helsingfors. Fire followed an 
unexplained explosion in the en- 
gine room.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP) —An 
East Coast longshoremen’s strike 
swelled to full-scale proportions 
today. immobilizing a large part 
of the nation’s ocean-borne com- 
merce. 

About 65,000 dock workers at 
ports along 700 miles of coastline 
‘from Portland, Me., to Hampton 
Roads, Va., were ordered off their 
jobs, as of midnight last night. 

The official strike call was sent 
out by Joseph P. Ryan, president 
of the AFL International Long- 
shoremen’s Association, after he 
said members had voted “over- 
whelmingly” to reject proposed 
wage terms. 

Rall Embargo Broadened. 

With port operations numbed 
by the strike, the American As- 
sociation of Railroads clamped 
an embarge yesterday on ship- 
ment of nearly all export freight 


5 destined for Boston and the huge 


port of New York. 

Today the association extended 
the bar to Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Wilmington, Del, and Hampton 
Roads, Va. 

The walkout threatened to para- 
lyze the multi-million-dollar At- 
lantic shipping industry, and stem 
the regular flow of Marshall plan 
aid to Europe. Foreign vessels 
also were affected. 

Ryan, who said the need for 
calling the strike was a “national 
calamity,” said stevedores would 
refuse to load or unload any car- 
goes, except mail and supplies for 
Army ships. 

Ordinary mail, commercial 
freight and foreign aid shipments 
will not be handled, he said, ad- 
ding: “As long as we're having 
a strike, let’s have a strike.” 

Postmaster Albert Goldman of 
New York City said that out- 
bound mail loaded within the last 
few days will move when and if 
the ships sail. Incoming mail, he 
said, which was due in port yes- 
terday from the liners Maure- 
tania, Britannic and Veendam, 
will be a few days late because 
the ships docked at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, instead of New York. 

A survey of major ports showed 
these ships tied up: New York, 
52; Philadelphia, 32; Boston, 8; 
Baltimore, 95; Norfolk, 3. 

Strike on West Coast. 

Start. of the strike confronted 
the maritime business with a two- 
coast shutdown. West Coast ports 
have been tied up for more than 
two months by a strike of CIO 
longshoremen. 

However, so far as South Atlan- 
tic and Gulf Coast ports are 
concerned, Ryan said he had no 
intention of calling workers off 
their jobs now, but added that 
“they'll come out if we need 


them.“ 


Earlier, union spokesmen said 
Gulf Coast dock hands would 
follow almost immediately the 
lead of East Coast workers. 

The stoppage had repercussions

others, last night notified shippers 
in Liverpool, land, that no 
more cargoes for the United States 
could be accepted until the strike 
was settled. ;

NAVY PLANE SAVES 
10 B-29 FLYERS DOWN

All Reported Uninjured —

TOKYO, Nov. 13 (AP)—Ten 
American B-29 airmen, forced 
down near the tiny island of Fais, 
350 miles southwest of Guam, 
yesterday, were rescued today by 
a Navy seaplane from Saipan. All 
were reported uninjured. 

The Superfort went down in 


shallow water off Fais yesterday 
when searching for another B-29 
missing since Saturday on a 
flight from Okinawa to Guam. 

Rescue planes spotted the ground- 
ed B-29 this morning and dropped 
food to the crew. On the wing 
of the grounded plane airmen were 
able to see the word Okay writ- 
ten, indicating all were safe. 

Names of the rescued airmen 
were not available here. 


FIRST SKY-WRITING AIR RAID 
REPORTED MADE ON TEL AVIV 


Anti-Aircraft Guns Drive Off Plane 


Trailing Hlegible Pat- 
terns in Sky. 

TEL AVIV, Nov. 13 (AP)—Tel 
Aviv had a sky-writing air raid to- 
day. 

Sireng sent Sabbath strollers 
scurrying for shelter when an un- 
identified plane appeared high 
over the Israeli capital, trailing 
sky-writing smoke. The plane 
wrote three unintelligible patterns, 
which gunners punctuated with 
anti-aircraft bursts. The plane 
then flew eastward without drop- 
ping bombs. 

A United Nations observer at 
Beirut, Lebanon, reported to Haifa 
U. N. headquarters that an Ameri- 
can ship, Skagway Victory, un- 
loaded a ton of glycerin at Beirut. 
The cargo was destined for Damas- 
cus. Israeli authorities have pro- 
tested the shipment. 


TWO KILLED WHEN ARMY 
PLANE CRASHES IN INDIANA 


Twin Engine Transport Badly 
Damaged — Had Left 
Chanute Field, 


ATTICA, Ind., Nov. 13 (AP)—An 
Army C-45 transport, on a routine 
administrative flight to Washing- 
ton, D.C., crashed in the early 
morning darkness today, killing 
its crew of two. 

The twin-engine plane had 
taken off from Chanute Field, III., 
at 1:54 a.m. The time of the crash 
was set at 2:29 am. by state 
police. 

The Air Force said the plane, 
badly damaged in the crash, was 
en route to Bolling Field at Wash- 
ington. Names of the dead will 
not be released until next of kin 
have been notified. Attica is about 
25 miles northeast of Danville, III.

PARIS, Nov. 13 (AP) -A Secur- 
today a plan apparently intended 


southern Palestine’s Negeb des- 
ert. : 

The United States, Britain, 
China, France, Belgium and Co- 
lombia supported the plan, sub- 
mitted by the acting mediator, Dr. 
Ralph J. Bunche. Russia ab- 
stained. 

The Negeb desert originally was 
assigned to the Jews under the 
United Nations partition plan of 
a year ago. Count Folke Berna- 
dotte, the assassinated mediator, 
recommended before his death 
that the Negeb be given to Arab 
Palestine. In recent fighting 
with the Egyptians, the Jews have 
seized virtual control of the desert 
area. 

Jessup Gives Approval. 

Dr. Philip C. Jessup of the 
United States was the first mem- 
ber of the seven-nation committee 
to express his approval of today’s 
Bunche plan. Other committee 
members, except Jacob A. Malik 
of Russia, said it would provide 
an “equitable” solution of the 
tangled situation in the southern 
desert. 

The committee reached its de- 
cision in closed session. A U.N. 
spokesman said details of the plan 
would not be announced until it 
is communicated to Egypt and 
Israel, 

The spokesman said the plan 
spoke of provisional demarcation 
line, instead of provisional truce 
lines. It also mentions zones be- 
tween these lines. 

Malik said it was unrealistic to 
assume the present U.N. corps of 
observers in Palestine could con- 
trol the Neges. He said there was 
no reason for demilitarizing the 
area. 

Bunche’s plan was presented 
under the Nov. 4 resolution of the 
Security Council. That calls for 
withdrawal of forges which ad- 
vanced after Oct. 14, for the set- 
ting up of provisional lines, and 
ment of demilitarized zones and a 
permanent truce line on the Negeb 
front. 


Malik’s Objections. 

Malik objected that the demili- 
tarization proposal was political 
and not within the competence of 
the acting mediator or of the com- 
mittee on Palestine, He said the 
acting mediator was going beyond 
the Nov. 4 council resolution by 
setting up demilitarized zones 
along with provisional lines. Malik 
said demilitarized zones should be 
considered only after the provi- 
sional line was established. 

He said there never had been a 
stable line in the Negeb and it 
would be purely arbitrary to set 
a line anywhere. 

The committee will meet again 
only if asked by Bunche to give 
advice or in the event either 
Egypt or Israel rejects the pro- 
posal, 

The Security Council meets on 
Palestine Monday afternoon. U.N. 
officials said it first will discuss a 
British proposal to extend to 
northern Palestine its Negeb reso- 
lution. It then will consider 
Bunche’s suggestion that the 
Arabs and Jews work through the 
acting mediator to replace the 
truce with an armistice. 

Suggestion by Evatt. 


Herbert V. Evatt, president of 
the General Assembly, recom- 
mended creation of a special 58- 
nation committeé to speed consid- 
eration of the Palestine case and 
other problems. He relayed the 
suggestion to the Political Com- 
mittee this morning through An- 
drew Cordier, executive assistant 
to the U.N. secretary-general. 

Cordier said there was not 
enough time left for the political 
committee to consider all the prob- 
lems’ before it and finish up near 
the Dec. 8 closing date set as a 
target for the session by the U.N. 
secretariat. 

Meanwhile, it was said on high 
authority in Tel Aviv that direct 
exploratory talks on the possibili- 
ties of a separate peace are under 
way not only between Israel and 
Egypt but with all the other Arab 
states. 

The Israel government officially 
denies that direct peace negotia- 
tions are taking place and diplo- 
matic writers in the Hebrew press 
explain that they are of a pre- 
liminary nature, The talks are 
proceeding, the writers say, not

A million or more men were 
locked in their fourth night of 
fighting with the outcome still un- 
certain.

The outcome of the great battle 
could determine the civil war for 
months to come. The Reds, hop- 
ing to seize Nanking, 170 miles 
to the south, are putting their all 
into the fight. 

Unofficial reports said Com- 
munist artillery shelled the gov- 
ernment airfield five miles east of 
Suchow tonight. The airfield is 
the only direct link with Nan- 


king. The Communists having 
cut the Suchow-Pengpu and Peng- 
pu-Pokow railroads, 

The Communist radio claimed 
government troops were in utter 
confusion and that 200 miles of the 
Lunghai railroad east and west of 
Suchow was in their hands. The 
Reds claimed the capture of 10 
towns and said the Government 
hed suffered 20,000 casualties in 
the early fighting. 

The Communists said five Gov- 
ernment armies were being -deci- 
mated. Red forces were said to 
be less than 10 miles north of the 
main Government Suchow base. 
Another Red force was said to 
have bypassed the battlefield 
heading toward Nanking.

Committee Votes After 
Vishinsky Asks U.S.: 
‘Aren’t You Preparing 
a Pearl Harbor?’ 


PARIS, Nov. 13 
United Nations Political Commit- 
tee rejected tonight a Russian pro- 
posal for a one-third cut in the 
air, land and sea forces of the 
Big Five powers and for prohibi- 
tion of the atomic homb within ‘a 
year. | 
The vote by the 58nation body 
— the resolution, introdueed by 
Delegate Andrei T. Vishinsky at 
the opening of the General As- 
sembly in September, was 35 to 
6. Seven nations abstained and 
nine were absent or not recorded 
as voting. 

Only the Slav bloc — Russia, 
White Russia, Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land, the Ukraine and Yugoslavia 
—voted for the proposal. 

The Western powers opposed the 
Soviet disarmament proposal on 
the ground it called for arms re- 
ductions without sufficient provi- 
sions for control. Only today Vi- 
shinsky told the committee it “is 
none of your business” how many 
men Russia has under arms. 

The committee, after rejecting 
the Soviet resolution, adopted 40 
to 6 a Belgian-French proposal 
to carry on the work of a Com- 
mission for Conventional Arma- 
ments, already established to bring 
about reduction of arms and 
armed forces. 

Speech by Vishinsky. 

Vishinsky, in a speech preceding 
the vote on the Russian plan, 
asked the United States: “You 
are preparing a Pearl Harbor for 
the Soviet Union, aren’t you?” He 
declared heartedly. “The European 
part of Russia—this heart of Rus- 
sia—is being aimed at.” 

Vishinsky quoted Lt. Gen. 
George C. Kenney, commander of 
the United States Strategic Air 
Command, as saying in Newsweek 
magazine last May 17 the United 
States had a plan to use the 
atomic bomb against Moscow and 


other Soviet cities. 


(Kenney was quoted in an ar- 
ticle in Newsweek May 17 which 
reported what it said was military 
thinking then. current in Wash- 
ington and Moscow. Kenney did 
not, however, make the remark in 
the article attributed to him by 
Vishinsky.) 

Vishinsky shook his pen at 
American delegate Frederick Os- 
born, an atomic specialist, as he 
replied to charges made by Osborn 
yesterday. Osborn contended 
Russia is using “propaganda to 
prepare her people for war” and 
still aims at world revolution. 

Vishinsky said Kenney wrote 
that airplanes carrying atomic 
bombs could take off from British 
bases and, flying at 35,000 feet, 
could strike at Moscow and other 
Russian key cities.

The Wrights sent it to. England 
following a dispute with Smith- 
sonian over credit for discovering 
and proving the principle of 
heavier-than-air flight. Orville 
Wright, the first man to fly, died 
last January. On his death, it 
was disclosed that he had asked 
that the plane be returned to this 
country. 

The Palau will leave the Nova 
Scotian port on Nov. 17. On its 
arrival in New York, the Kitty 
Hawk will be loaded aboard Navy 
vans and transported here to take 
the top honor position in the 
Smithsonian Institution. It will 
replace Charles A, Lindbergh’s 
“Spirit of St. Louis” in the No, 1 
position.

PARIS, Nov. 13 (AP) — The 
president of the United Nations 
General Assenibly and the U.N. 
Secretary-General made an urgent 
personal appéal today to the chief 
executives of the United States, 
Russia, Britain and France to set- 
tle the Berlin dispute at once. 
Herbert V. Evatt of Australia, 
who is president of this Assembly 
session, and Trygve Lie, the Sec- 
retary-General, offered their good 
offices to the four big powers in 
efforts to solve the dispute.

IS CALLED UNLIKELY 


Source Close to Truman Says 
He Probably Will Wait 


for New Congress. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Nov. 13 (AP) 
A source close to President Tru- 
man said today there was little 
possibility he will call the Eight- 
ieth Congress back into special 
session to consider emergency aid 


to China. 

This source said Truman would 
likely submit his proposals for 
meeting the deteriorating situa- 
tion in that country to the new 
Democratic - eontrolled Congress 
which meets early next year. His 
differences with the Republican- 
dominated Eightieth Congress are 
well known. 

The proposal for a special ses- 
sion was advanced by Senator 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
who said the Communists would 
take over the whole of China if 
emergency action was not taken.

CHICAGO, Nov. 13 (AP)—Thé 


nation’s railroads and three oper- 


ating unions have gettled their 


third-round wage dispute. 
The 125,000 union members — 


engineers, firemen, switchmen — 5 oe 


accepted a pay rise of 10 cents 

an hour, retroactive to Oet. 16. 
The boost in their weekly salary 
checks will cost the carriers a 
sum estimated at $40,000,000 a 
year. 


A similar wage hike was ac- 
cepted by two other operating 
unions—conductors and trainmen 
— last Oct. 4. At that time the 
railroads estimated the pay rise 
to the 175,000 workers would cost 
them $55,665,000 annually. 

Spokesman for the carriers and 
three unions, after announcing 
the settlement yesterday, said the 
agreement was signed formally 
today. 

Talk of Pattern Possibility. 

There was talk in rail circles 
that the 10-cent hourly boost now 
accepted by the five operating 
brotherhoods may set a pattern 
for ending the wage-hour dispute 
between the railroads and the 16 
non-operating unions. 

The engineers, firemen, and 
switchmen, whose threat to strike 
last May was blocked by Govern- 
ment intervention, had asked for 
a puy rise of 18 per cent in their 
third-round demands, This 
amounted to about $1.76 a day, 
the difference between the 15% 
cents hourly boost accepted last 
July and original second-round 
demands for a 30 per ‘cent raise 
with a minimum hike of $3 a 
day. 

Engineers now received between 
$88.80 and $128.66 a week. fire- 
men $78.83 to $103, conductors 
$77.40 to $117.34, trainmen and 
switchmen $71.58 to $96.50. The 
Pay varies with the class of 
service. 

The settlement was negotiated 
directly between the unions and 
the carriers for the first time. 
Others have been decided through 
mediation, arbitration or fact-find- 
ing, rail spokesmen said. 

Talks Started Sept. 14. 

The negotiations, which started 
last Sept. 14, broke down after 
the trainmen and conductors ac- 
cepted the i1f-cent hourly hike. 
Union officials met here this week 
and accepted the same proposal. 
The five operating unions claim 
a membership of about 420,000, but 
some members are retired and 
there is some overlapping of mem- 
bership. The railroads estimate 
they employ about 300,000 operat- 
ing workers. 

A presidential fact-finding board 
is studying the dispute involving 
the 1,000,000 members of the non- 
operating unions, These workers, 
telegraphers, yardmen and others 
not actually engaged in operating 
the trains have asked for a pay 
increase of 25 cents an hour, re- 
duced work-week from 48 to 40 
hours and various overtime con- 
cessions. The carriers said the 
demands would cost them 51. 
500,000,000 a year. 

The 16 non-operating unions 
have taken a strike vote but un-

Discussing some of the “ram- 
parts of American freedom—those 
mental and spiritual factors that 
constitute the defenses of our 
temple of freedom,” Prentis as- 
serted that the vital importance of 
individual initiative has been 
proved in the development of the 
United States. 

“Defeatists who assert that the 
pinnacle of American opportunity 
is past and gone forever think of 
frontiers in terms of trackless for- 
est, of virgin soil, of Indians on 
the warpath” he said. 

“In truth, clearing ground and 
placing land under cultivation is 
but the initial step in a never- 
ending procession of progress for 
any people that remains fired with 
the divine spark of individual ini- 
tiative. 

“Despite that fact, this essential 
rampart of freedom is being 
steadily undermined right under 
our noses. The enterprising busi- 
ness man is finding it more and 
more difficult to conduct present 
operations—let alone expand—in 
the face of increasing legal handi- 
caps on individual initiative. No 
business man that I know is in 
favor of monopoly. A certain 
amount of government regulation 
is essential to prevent unfair com- 
petition. 

Regulation and Interference. 

“But there is a vast difference 
between reasonable regulation and 
positive interference with busi- 
ness procedures which are not the 
result of conspiracy and which 
work no hardship on anyone other 
than as competition always tends 
to weed out the inefficient. 

“The most glaring illustration 
of this tendency at the moment is 
the recent action of the Federal 
Trade Commission, supported by a 
Supreme Court decision, which 
certainly limits, if it does not 
completely outlaw, the right of 
any manufacturer systematically 
to absorb freight and quote “de- 
livered” prices. Exactly what the 
legal situation is at the moment, 
even the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion does not seem to know. But 
if the implications of recent deci- 
sions should be finally realized, 
the results on the American econ- 
omy will be little short of cata- 
strophic.” 

Citing another illustration, the 
speaker asked: “What subtle in- 
fluence does it have on a young 
man, paid a decent salary and ex- 
pected to work only a reasonable 
number of hours, when you, his 
employer, are forced by statute to 
compel him to watch the clock ; 
when, no matter what his interest 
in his job may be, he makes you 
a lawbreaker if he comes back to 
work of his own volition without 
your knowledge after office 
hours?

Improve the Electoral College 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial urging the abolition of 
the outdated electoral college contained 
many noteworthy comments but omitted 
one of the most significant features 
which has developed from this method 
set down by our Constitution. 

By specifying that the candidate for 
the office of President must receive 
over 50 per cent of the electoral votes, 
the Constitution has virtually assured 
the predominance of the two-party sys- 
tem instead of the multi-party system 
of government. It has encouraged mi- 
nority parties to incorporate themselves 
into one of the two major parties in- 
stead of forming separate organizations. 

A two-party system is essential] for a 
strong democratic government. The 
abolition of the electoral college would 
stimulate a trend toward a multi-party 
system and a multi-party government 
almost inevitably means coalition gov- 
ernment. We need only to look at the 
coalition governments of Europe, and 
especially France, which is, considered 
one of the weaker democracies, to see 
its full consequence of strife and dis- 
sention. 

Your editorial also attacked the power 
a minority holds without mentioning 
that the protection of minorities and 
assuring them a voice in our Govern- 
ment is one of our basic democratic con- 
cepts, But a minority in a coalition 
government can readily gain a domi- 
nant position. In our present electoral 
college system a minority can gain a 
deciding position only if the election is 
thrown into the House, where the par- 
ties are about evenly matched. In our 
entire history the election was thrown 
in the House only twice. And only twice 
has a candidate who received the ma- 
jority of the popular votes failed to be 
elected President. 

Thus the electoral college has devel- 
oped into an important element of 
American Government unforeseen by its 
founders, 

Efforts should be directed towards 
modernizing the college instead of 
abolishing it. The electoral votes of 
each state should be proportioned to the 
number of votes each party has re- 
ceived, and the elector should be re- 
quired to vote according to the wishes

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For Safer Mines 


One of the first activities of Adlai Stevenson 
after he becomes Goyernor of Illinois will be an 
effort to tighten up the state’s mine safety regu- 
lations. This is the job which the Green Ad- 
ministration should have tackled at least after 
those 111 deaths in Centralia No. 5. But it put 
politics first. 

One of the chief concerns of Green’s, succes- 
sor must be to take mine safety out of politics. 
And that will not merely mean relieving inspec- 
tors of their chores as collectors of political con- 
tributions. Mr. Stevenson has pledged himself 


to do everything he can to put the inspectors 


under rigid civil service. 

The state’s mining board also needs overhaul- 
ing. Experts must replace political hacks. Also, 
there are many suggestions for modernizing IIli- 
nois mine safety rules. Somé of these come 
from the Federal] Bureau of Mines. Others were 
made by the minority members of the legislative 
committee which investigated the Centralia 
disaster. 

Those sections of the reform program which 
must have legislative sanction ought to be 
shaped into an acceptable measure in short 
order, Once this is adopted, an honest and com- 
petent board can put new regulations in force 
with equal dispatch.

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A New Excess Profits Tax? 
Two ‘conservative Republicans who voted in 


1946 to abolish the wartime tax on excess corpo- 
ration profits, Representatives Woodruff and 


Crawford of Michigan, come very close to sug- 


gesting that such a tax should go hack on the 
Mr. Woodruff compared the continued rise 
automobile prices with the high earnings of the 
industry. it makes you think,” he said. Mr. 
Crawford thinks “the Administration will be 


forced into a position where it will have to re- 


instate the tax.” Price-gougers, he said, “have 
invited this trouble, and I think they are going 
to get it.” 

Such remarks must be sweet music to the ears 
of Presidént Truman, for he asked Congress for 
an excess profits tax only a few months ago and 
got a contemptuous brush-off. 

The logie of excess profits taxation at this 
time seems strong. Most people seem to want 
a substantial degree of price control to curb in- 
flation. Simple arithmetic and sad experience 
show that wages must be controlled where prices 
are controlled. But if present margins between 
wages and prices are preserved in this way, many 
businesses will continue to receive exorbitant 
profits. This is where the excess profits tax 
steps in. Unless it does step in, labor can raise 
a just objection that. wage control is unfair. 

Opponents contend that excess profits taxa- 
tion stifles business expansion, but this argu- 
ment is two-edged. If the inflation control leg- 
islation treats profits more gently than wages, 
labor’s incentives to produce will decline. 

The wartime excess profits tax caused a great 
amount of industrial pioneering because it could 
be done at 12% cents on the dollar. Wouldn't 
such a tax have similar effects today? 

Since the war, according to Federal Reserve 
figures, about three fourths of industrial expan- 
sion has been financed from past corporate sav- 
ings. This large reservoir of capital would not 
be subject to the new excess profits tax. 


Government figures indicate that the current 


wave of industrial expansion is past the peak. 
In some ways, an excess profits tax would give 
new impetus to that wave. Corporations with 
‘large excess profits might well decide to better 
their tax positions by adding new plants that 
would earn small profits in the early years. 
These corporations would then be in a very 
favorable profit-making position after the occa- 
sion for the excess profits levy had ended. 

If the excess profits law is drawn with proper 
care, its incentives to business expansion should 
equal or exceed its penalties. In other respects 
it would be a clear-cut gain. It would make 
more revenue available to retire federal debt, 
‘and to that extent would be counter-inflationary. 
And, in harness with price and wage control, it 
would establish equal rules of economic justice 
for stockholders, wage-earners and consumers. 
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That Free Enterprise Crusade

In fact, I 
think that every Missouri Congressman and 
Senator should work to the end that every 
proposed dam in Missouri should be taken 
off the list of “approved dams” and be 
put back for consideration by all of the 
people of Missouri. 

Many of the pro- 
posed dams have 
been approved by 
Congress. Whenever 
we have a flood, the 
Army Engineers and 
their -cohorts storm 
Congress for the 
money to build the 
“approved dams” and 
the dear public has 
nothing to say about 
the matter, That is 
what happened in the 
case of Clearwater. 

It will happen in 
the case of the Doni- 
phan Dam, which 
will flood Big Spring and many others 
which your editorial does not mention. 
Panther Spring, Tucker Spring, Phillip’s 
Spring and numerous others will be 
drowned by the Doniphan Dam. 

The elevation of the Doniphan Dam will 
be 467 feet above sea level. Big Spring is 
at 433 feet.

If anyone thinks erosion in the 
hills cannot be prevented, let him visit the 
Clark National Forest. 


The only way to “Save Missouri’s 
Springs” is to have Congress. rescind the 
approval already given for the erection of 
dams on the Meramec river which will 
flood a good part of Meramec State Park 
at Sullivan, the Bourbeuse river and Kratz 
Spring, Big river, Salt river and Mark 
Twain State Park, the beautiful Gasconade 
river with its marvelous springs. 

More power to you and less to the spe- 
cial interests that propose to make Mis- 
souri a state of ugly mud flats and cockle 
burs like Wappapello lake, which flooded 
the country below it as well as the beauti- 
ful Blue Spring near Greenville. 

We do not want to have one tenth of 
our river’ bottoms flooded by these dams 
that reduce our farm production by mil- 
lions of dollars and do no good in the 
way of flood control or power.

Instead of 
his own sketches, he has included a Signal 
Corps photograph of one of the many pris- 
oners on the high-tension wire, “the way 
the Seventh Army found them. It is a good 
thing for the Germans to remember for- 
ever that no Russian, Frenchman, English- 
man, or American, and no Jew entitled to 
revenge, has done to the Germans what 
other Germans have done to them.“ 

In less sombre mood are his sketches of 
the Place Vendome (the nuns, the little 
girls in their round hats), of gondolas in 
Venice, of the ele- 
vator man at the 
Ritz in Paris, of the 
Cafe des Deux Ma- 
gots, of Munich, of 
Van Gogh’s house at 
Arles, of Florian’s in 
St. Mark’s Square. 
He has immortalized, 
in two paragraphs, 
that great institu- 
tion, the portier, in 
French hotels, the 
Channel crossing 
(the white enamel 
pans, those “dreadful 
dishes that dé¢ompel 
the undecided to give 
up and lean in a corner”), and Molotov: 
“on his face is forever the expression of a 
disgruntled embryo.” 

If Bemelmans’ impatience with politi- 
cians and bureaucrats is based upon his 
theory that there is no such thing as a 
“bad people,” only misguided people and 
rotten governments, he only exhibits the 
intellectual malaise of the times. For 
people, bad or not, are responsible for their 
governments, even when, as in Europe, 
both are struggling out of a state of col- 
lapse. The other theory of the innate and 
independent malignity of politicians is non- 
sense, or, in more pompous terms, an es- 
cape mechanism. But except for this 
flight from reason, there is no flaw in the 
book, either of heart, or of brush, or of pen.

IN TEMPERATURE 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 13 (UP)— 
lowest temperature ever 
reached in the United States was 
written into the records of science 
on the Ohio State University cam- 
pus this week, it was disclosed 
today. 

Dr. Harald H. Nielsen, chairman 
of the department of physics and 
astronomy, said that four depart- 
ment stuff members, working 
with e magnetic cooling device, 
achieved temperatures as low as 
five one hundredths of a degree 
the unattainable absolute 
zero. Absolute zero is 459 degrees 
below zero on the Fahrenheit 
scale and 273 below zero Centi- 
grade. 

The previous low reached with 
the cooling system was nine one 
hundredths of a degree above ab- 
solute zero, registered by scien- 
tists at the University of Califor- 
nia, Dr. Nielsen said. | 

The Ohio State physicist said 
the new development in low-tem- 
perature physics will facilitate a 
detailed study of nuclear prob- 
lems. At extremely low tempera- 
tures all molecular and atomic 
motions are virtually “frozen out,” 
a condition which permits re- 
search into the properties of the 
atomic nucleus and its interaction 
with other nuclei. 


UPHELD BY APPEALS COURT 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 13 (AP)— 
The Court of Appeals ruled yester- 
day that Board Chairman Tom 
M. Girdler of Republic Steel Corp. 
was entitled to the $50,000 yearend 
bonus voted him in 1940. The 
court held that on principle and 
authority the action of the com- 
pany’s directors in voting the 
bonus “must be sustained.”

The main elements of his per- 
formance — tempo, articulation, 
phrasing and stress—were so in- 
tegrated as to create a thoroughly 
unified whole and one that touched 
the imagination. His playing al- 
ways had poise. He had time for 
everything and he used it, at crit- 
ical moments, to apply a delicate 
shading that brought to the sur- 
face the inward grace of the 
music. 

Audience Is Enthusiastic. 

Conductor Vladimir Golschmann 
again reduced the size of his or- 
chestra and supplied a felicitous 
accompaniment. The performance 
was enthusiastically received. 

As an opener for the concert 
Mr. Golschmann offered the 
“Rounds for String Orchestra” by 
the American composer David 
Diamond. This work, which was 
first performed locally by\the St. 
Louis Sinfonietta, has two fast 
sections with a contrasting adagio 
but the canonical device of imita- 
tive voices is not strictly followed. 
What comes out is a quasi-poly- 
phonic mixture which is blithe, 
busy and generally agreeable. 

The string choir played inci- 
sively. Each line was enunciated 
forcefully and tautly. Perhaps the 
composer would have liked a less 
muscular body of tone. In any 
case the effect was rousing. - 
5th Symphony by Shostakovitch. 

The Fifth Symphony by Dimitri 
Shostakovitch, which occupied the 
second half of the program, is by 
now an established favorite and 
was so received. It is scarcely a 
profound work but is still capable 
of stirring the blood and keeping 
one’s attention® continuously en- 
gaged. . 

The performance by Mr. Golsch- 
mann and the orchestra was good 
all the way through and rose to a 
level of virtuoso perfection in the 
brooding, slow movement. The 
composer’s skill is nowhere more 
impressively displayed than here, 
since he gave himself the problem 
of sustaining a single mood over 
a long period and at a fairly high 
tension.

TOKYO, Nov. 13 (AP) — Both 
Japanese and foreigners speculat- 
ed today on whether Emperor Hi- 
rohito would make a gesture of 
some sort in sympathy with his 
former advisers, seven of whom 
were sentenced to ang yesterday 


and 18 to prison. 


There have been consistent ru- 
mors since Japan surrendered 
that the Emperor would abdicate 
in favor c. a regency for his ~on. 


Most observers felt, however, that 


the Emperor would stay where he 
is—on the throne. 

No date for the execution of 
the Japanese war leaders has 
been set. The list of those to be 
executed is headed by former Pre- 
mier Hideki Tojo. They have un- 
til Nov. 19 to r ‘ition Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur for clemency. 

Council to Review Verdicts. 

On Nov. 22 MacArthur will meet 
with the Allied Council and 
heads of the Allied missions in 
Tokyo to review the sentences. 
Afterward he will announce his 
final decision, and possibly set the 
date of execution. 

(The United Press said there 
was speculation that the execu- 
tions would take place in the 
early morning hours of Dec. 8 
(Dec. 7th in the United States), 
seven years to the day after Japa- 
nese planes and midget subma- 
rines b'*sted the American fleet 
and bases ound Pearl Harbor to 
touch off the Pacific war.) 

The president of the 11-judge 
international court that convicted 
the 25 Japanese leaders yester- 
day, Sir William Webb of Aus- 
tralia, censured the Emperor as 
the leader of the Japanese in the 
war and said he could not escape 
responsibility. The Emperor was 
granted immunity. 

Reaction of People. 

Most Japanese today were be- 
wildered by the whole thing. In 
the former police state of Japan, 
the average citizen had little ac- 
quaintance with the law and its 
workings. They followed the Em- 
peror blindly. 

Many telephone calls have been 
received by the Associated Press 
office since the verdicts were re- 
turned yesterday. One man ex- 
pressed indignation that all of the 
former leaders were not summar- 
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ily hanged. Others complained at 
the “severity” of the punishment 
handed out to civil leaders; Some 
wondered why more militarists 
were not condemned to the gal- 
lows. 

Gen. MacArthur, who is the sole 
reviewing officer in the case, had 
his usual crowd of _ spectators 
when he left the Dai Ichi build- 
ing at noon. He may reduce any 
of the sentences but he is not 
empowered to increase any of 
them. 

Dissenting Opinions. 

Justice Bernard Victor Rolling 
ef The Netherlands disagreed on 
the death sentence for former Pre- 
mier Koki Hirota and said Mar- 
quis Koichi Kido, former Foreign 
Minister Mamore Shigemitsu, for- 
mer Foreign Minister Shigenori 
Togo and Field Marshal Shun- 
roku Hata should have been ac- 
quitted. 

The dissenting opinions of Roll- 
ing and Justice Henri Bernard of 
France, who would not join in 
any convictions because he be- 
lieved the defense was given in- 
sufficient time to prepare their 
case, were not made public until 
some time after the court re- 
cessed. 

Rolling said Kido “made fatal 
errors of judgment” but declared 
he did not believe him guilty of 
conspiracy to wage war or of 
crimes against the laws of war. 

Bernard said he had “no doubt 
such a (aggressive) war is a 
crime” but because he felt the 
defendants had been deprived of 
some of their rights during the 
trial he could not join in the ma- 
jority verdict. 


FUTILE SEARCH FOR 
MISS BENTLEY IN 
SLANDER SUIT CASE 


‘NEW YORK, Nov. 13 (AP)— 
Whereabouts of Miss Elizabeth T. 
Bentley, self-described former 
Communist spy, was reported un- 
known today. Attorneys in a 
$100,000. slander suit filed against 
her said they had searched for 
her for a month. 

The suit was brought Oct. 6 by 
William W. Remington, former 
Department of Commerce em- 
ploye, in connection with espio- 
nage charges Miss Bentley made 
against him. 

In papers filed in United States 
district court yesterday, attor- 
neys for Remington described 
their fruitless search for Miss 
Bentley, and said congressional 
committees before which she had 
testified had been unable to help 
find her. 

A court clerk authorized one of 
the attorneys, Richard G. Green, 
to serve papers on Miss Bentley. 
Green said he probably would hire 
private detectives to aid in his 
hunt if he could not find her in 
the next few days. 

In the suit, Remington claims 
Miss Bentley slandered him by 
repeating on a television program 
charges that he was a Commu- 
nist and had furnished her vital 
information while he was a Gov- 
ernment employe. 

Miss Bentley previously had 
made the charges, under congres- 
sional immunity, before a Senate 
investigating committee, and also 
testified before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities.

By DORIS FLEESON 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13—Sena- 
tor Scott Lucas of Illinois has as- 
surances from_the two principal 
Southerners who have seniority, 
vigor and reasonable claims to the 
Democratic leadership in the Up- 
per House—Senators Richard Rus- 
sel and Millard Tydings—-that they 
do not want the job. 21 

A possible rival—Joe O'Mahoney’ 
of Wyoming—has removed himself 
from the picture. He says he is 
not interested, preferring to yive 
his time to economic matters and 
the Interior and Insular Affairs 
Committee. 

Lucas, now the whip, thus feels 
confident that he will inherit from 
Senator Barkley without a strug- 
gle. 

It will mean a new life for the 
Senator from Illinois who, like the 
rest of his Democratic colleagues, 
coasted while Barkley bore the 
heat and burden of the day. Bark- 
ley moaned they were lazy; their 
alibi was that Barkley. preferred 
it that way. The fact that Barkley 
almost never called them into 
caucus tended to support their 
story. 

Reason for Avoiding Caucuses. 

Of course, the reason Barkley 
avoided caucuses was the split be- 
tween the Southerners and the rest 
of the party. His feeling was that 
it he could avoid the affront di- 
rect in one of those family gather- 
ings where the awful truth always 
gets out, he could gain a Maximum 
of Southern vote: for anything 
really important. This was pos- 
sible to him as a Kentuckian, a 
charmer, and an old stager who 
has done hundreds of little favors 
for everybody and anybody on the 
floor. 

The New Dealers were always 
satisfied with Barkley because he 
was wholly loyal to the White 
House and they recognized fully 
his peculiar merits. Being in a 
minority, they were, in fact, get- 
ting from Barkley a far better 
leadership than they could have 
earned in any test of strength. 

With their nine new Senators, 
however, the New Dealers now 
have a clear majority over the 
Southerners. Not himself a 
Southerner and lacking that 
felicity in human relationships 
which Barkley has to a peculiar 
degree, Lucas, as Senate leader, 
may find himself in some diffi- 
cult situations. 

Barkley Still on Hand. 

Luckily for him, Barkley will 
still be on hand as Vice President. 
and probably continuing to do a 
major share of the tactical work 
in the cloakrooms. This is the 
role which James J. Byrnes so 
well performed during his many 
years in the Senate when he bore 
no official title but was well 
known as a cloakroom commando. 

The New Dealers are already 
quietly organizing to get a larger 
voice on the Steering Committee 
which hands out the committee 
assignments. Over the long run, 
this is of the first importance be- 
cause of the seniority rule. They 
are keenly aware of the Senate 
vital statistics: Of the 10 ranking 
Democrats in the Senate, eight are 
over 70, which is an indelible 
augury of a new order soon. 

They also have their candidates 
for whip: Senators Brien McMa- 
hon and Francis Myers, of Connec- 
ticut and Pennsylvania respec- 
tively, both aggressive, quick- 
witted and young. 

Until Nov. 2 last, the Senate 
quite swallowed the fact that ex- 
Senator Truman, a rather routine 
New Dealer from Missouri who 
had obeyed the leadership in all 
particulars, was now President of 
the United States. The President 
has now convinced the country he 
is President; his new standing in 
the Senate will be plain when the 
rollcalls begin.

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Letter From Rome 


Trees Earn Their 
Keep in Italy 
By Leonard Hall 


LETTER comes from my brother, Comar. 
‘Ralph Hall, who is stationed in Rome with 
the Bureau of Foreign Buildings of our 
State Department. There is a part of this letter 
which deals with 
the Italian country- 
side and the farm- 
ing carried on 
there, that seems 
interesting enough 
to quote for our 
readers. 
“I enjoyed,” says 
Ralph, “the pictures 
of the Ozarks which 
you directed — and 


— have made many of 
<< | my Italian friends 
LLL % envious by telling 
ftwWthem of the farm 

and your life there. 

Your acreage is 

huge, compared 

with the average land occupied and worked by 
one farmer in this country. I even have them 
talking about a hillside of ‘red and yellow trees 
in the fall’ which is a thing entirely unknown 
here, as most of the trees are evergreen. The 
timber seems to have been cut off very thor- 
oughly, many centuries ago, and never replanted. 
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“NOW THE TREES ARE protected by law, 
especially in the cities. Ground for building is 
gold with the restriction that at most only 20 
per cent of the trees can be cut off; and if that 


doesn’t suit the purpose of your building, then 
you'd better look for another place. We found 
a piece of land with 10 great pines on it for 
building our two apartment houses for State 
Department and other Government personnel, 
and the 10 pines cannot even be trimmed with- 
out a permit, Each year the practice is to cut 
a few of the bottom branches for firewood, but 
no more than will be replaced at the top of the 
tree by the coming year’s growth. We recently 
had to take out an ancient live oak in the 
garden of the Embassy, as it was about to fall, 
and the tree was worth $80 cut up for firewood. 
The little shops sell firewood and keep it neatly 
piled on shelves, like groceries, right up to the 
ceiling. 
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“| WONDER HOW MUCH rotation of crops’ 
the peasants use here, on land which has pro- 
duced for centuries and of which every square 
inch turns out its produce. You never saw such 
production; nearly always three tiers of grow- 


ing stuff. On the ground a kind of alfalfa or 
else grain; with rows of olive trees at intervals 
of 40 to 50 feet; and between these, rows of 
grapes. The grapes are trained on some fast- 
growing tree which reaches a diameter of four 
to six inches in a few years. All branches are 
trimmed off for firewood and the grape vines 
draped on what is left. Then at intervals a new 
row of. supporting trees is started and the old 
ones cut out for firewood as needed. And if 
there is a bit of low, swampy land in the corner 
of a field, it is planted to a kind of cane which 
serves for bean-poles, for woven fences or for 
mending roofs. In southern Italy the venerable 
cork-oaks have the right of way, wherever they 
happen to be, and the vineyards and groves of 
orange and lemon trees occupy whatever space 
may be left. 9 

“You should see the citrus and fruit trees; 
with a great, tall pole set in the center, much 
higher than the tree, and a hundred guy-wires 
running down in every direction to support the 
heavily laden branches. The effect is of a May- 
pole having gotten mixed up with a lemon tree, 
yet the appearance is neat and orderly as the 
system has been perfected through the centuries, 
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“MANY OF THE LAND holdings are still 
large and the land worked by a single tenant 
seems to be in the neighborhood of 15 to 20 
acres. The tenant is furnished with a house and 
implements, both of which are kept in repair by 


the owner, who may also have something to say 
about the crop rotation, although Im not cer- 
tain about this. At any rate, you would be tre- 
mendously interested in visiting and studying 
these Italian farms, especially in company with a 
friend of mine who loves the land and knows 
much of the agriculture here.” 

Thus ends the farming news from Italy, and 
I would, indeed, like nothing better than to visit 
the farms of the Italian peninsula. Those 
farmers of the continent of Europe can teach 
us Americans a great deal — especially about 
maintaining soil fertility through the return of 
organic matter, while still getting maximum food 
production from every square inch of tillable 
land, Certainly they are not as well mechanized 


as we in this country and their results are 


achieved with more hard labor, There are also 
some crops on which, because of mechanization, 
our yields per man hour of labor are higher. 
But too often; under the American system of 
agriculture, these yields are secured at a heavy 
cost to the well-being of our soil. For too many 
years we have depended on tilling more acres to 
make up for declining yields; on having our 
plant scientists furnish new heavy yielding seed 
varieties to make up for lowered soil produc- 
tivity; on stimulating production through use of 
inorganic fertilizers instead of following good 
rotations which maintain soil productivity. All 
these things are good—but only if we fit them 
into an agricultural scheme which is itself basic- 
ally sound. 
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WE HUMANS HAVE A disastrous habit of 
refusing to learn things the easy way—which is 
through the experience of those who have gone 
before us. Perhaps our greatest asset here in 
America is that a majority of our farmers are 


still “free-holders"—owners of the land they till, 
as were the people of the Mediterranean coast 
some 2500.years ago in the time of their great- 
ness, It was under the system of absentee

: PARIS, Friday. 
TALKED to a group of phi- 
| losophy students at the Sorbonne 
earlier this week and to my 
surprise their professors also were 
there—some of them leading au- 
thorities in the field. I had no 
intention of mentioning philoso- 
phy and was glad of it when I 
saw my audience, 

I had hoped only the students 
would ask questions at the close 
of my speech, but most were 
asked by the professors—not 
about philosophy, fortunately, but 
about student life in the United 
States. : 

They were proud that one of 
their students was studying at 
Iowa State University and mainly 
were interested in the opportuni- 
ties for student exchange between 
American and French schools, 
particularly for those studying 
philosophy, — 

They were interested in making 
pen-friends with our students, too. 

It was obvious that many of 
these young people had the hope 
that fate would some day give 
them the chance to study in the 
United States. 

You will begin to think I spend 
all my time studying people, but 
the last few days have been ex- 
ceptional. 

* * * 

AT LUNCH yesterday we talked 
over some of the possible inter- 
national effects the declaration of 
human rights may have when we 
finish it.. But, of course, it is a 
little premature to be thinking 
about that. 

Fair progress is being made, 
however, with Article 17 being ac- 
cepted yesterday after much dis- 
cussion, It reads: 

“Everyone has the right to 
freedom of opinion and expres- 
sion. This right includes the 
freedom to hold opinions without 
interference and to speak and re- 
ceive information and ideas 
through any media, regardless of 
frontiers.” ert cs 

This important article was ac- 
cepted after much discussion in a 
meeting in which 54 nations were 


represented.

It had not beer 
finished, however, when I left the 
session to attend a press confer- 
ence which I'd requested to hold 
for the French newspaper people.

WITH THE SHORTAGE of do- 
mestic help and labor-saving de- 
vices, it must take an. enormous 
amount of labor for a woman to 
hold any sort of outside job and 
keep up a home, too.
